46.55.105(2) is two hundred fifty dollars for each offense; (b) RCW13

46.61.210(1) is five hundred dollars for each offense . No penalty14

assessed under this subsection (2) may be reduced.15

(3) The supreme court shall prescribe by rule a schedule of16

monetary penalties for designated traffic infractions. This rule17

shall also specify the conditions under which local courts may18

exercise discretion in assessing fines and penalties for traffic19

infractions.

The court may not reduce, waive, or suspend the33

additional penalty unless the court finds the offender to be34

indigent. If a community restitution program for offenders is35

available in the jurisdiction, the court shall allow offenders to36

offset all or a part of the penalty due under this subsection (8)37

by participation in the community restitution program.38
